2) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art dos not disclose: a 
pulp fiber having a particulate material attached thereto by a retention aid, said 
particulate matter being present in the amount claimed, and wherein the retention aid is 
a water soluble polymer (claim 1); a pulp fiber having a particulate material and a filler 
material attached to the fiber by a retention aid, said particulate matter and said filler 
material being different, and wherein the retention aid is a water soluble polymer (claim 
8); a method of making a wet laid pulp product that includes coating fiber surfaces with 
a retention aid in the amount claimed, wherein the retention aid is a water soluble 
polymer, and then forming the fibers into a sheet (claim 15).
